She was given 
the beat medical attention, but without 
avail. The physicians could only give 
her a slight hope that she might some 
day regain her sight, bat were power- 
lens to offer any aid. 
She is a member 


of St. Paul's H. E. Church, and the 
church has made her vase a special 
subject of prayer. On Tuesday night 
last, previous to retiring, Miss Lombard 
had been reading of Christ's restoring 
sight to the blind, and the promise, 
"Whatsoever ye ask in My name, be- 
lieving, ye shall receive," and, with a 
a full reliance in His power and wis- 
dom, she praved earnestly that, if it 
were His will, her own eyes might be 
reopened. She awoke with a headache. 
Her mother ^bathed her head and she 
fell asleep again. 
When she awoke her 


sight was perfectly restored. 
She is a 


consistent Christian, and naturally at- 
tributes her sudden recovery to a spec- 
ial interposition of Divine Providence.
